Fortune smiled upon the efforts of the work­ 
ers and a b rick b uilding was planned, the location 
selected b eing in the southeastern i>ari of the 
village. 


The b uilding was b egun b ut when the walls 
were partially erected, these b egan to crack open 
and give way, due to the settling of the founda­ 
tion. 
It was discovered tlie ground was form erly of 
a swampy condition and the location was im ­ 
m ediately ab andoned. 
A new site was chosen on the hill northeast 
section of tlie village and Ma* b uilding was com ­ 
pleted in 1843. 
ThLs served as the Presb yterians' place of wor­ 
ship until 19 00. when the present edifice was 
constructed.
